If it be 
true that the wound of a toy pistol cart- 
ridge specially induces tetanus, it is a 
thing which the medical fraternity might 
advantageously study.

ridge chemicals,"

Ocean City, which at present bears very 


little resemblance to a city, is located on 
whit was formerly known as Peck's Beach, 
in Cape May County, and is six miles 
below Atlantic City and fifty-nine miles 
from Philadelphia. 
It is situated on an 


land which is washed on one side by 


Great Egg Harbor bay and upon the 
other side the waves of the ocean break 
upon one of the finest beaches along the 
coast. 
The circuit around the island is 


about fifteen miles. Before the place was 
purchased by its present owners it was a 
complete wilderness with but one house, 
which had around it the only cleared land 
\ isible. It was for years a favorite resort 
for fishermen and sportsmen, who each 
year came and pitched their tents by the 
seaside and enjoyed themselves in con- 
genial sports and fighting the mosquitoes. 
The original house still stands, a striking 
contrast to the new, fresh painted struc- 
tures surrounding it, but with its vener- 
ablcness it retains all its original ugliness, 
which, however, does not detract from its 
comfortableness. 
The previous owners 


of the island, some ten or fifteen in num- 
ber, were induced to dispose of their 


pleted, is used to hold the Sunday niQrn- 
ing service and the Sunday School. On 
Sunday evening the people gather on the 
beach where exercises of an informal 
character, consisting of addresses and 
singing, take place, and they are gener- 
ally very interesting, when the mosquitoes 
do not become extraordinarily pious, and 
attend the meeting in force, adding to 
the vocal music the thin notes of their 
musical instruments. At the meeting last 
Sunday one of the speakers made the re- 
markable statement, upon authority of 
which he is the sole possessor, that the

nislied the speaker with an explanation 
of the passage in Revelations where it i 
said that in the new Jerusalem there wil 
be no more sea. 
The reasoning was tha 


in that world there will be no commerce 
and therefore no ocean will be needed 
and consequently there will be no mon 
sea. 
Evidently the creation by design 


theory has not here given way to the evo- 
lutionary hypothesis. 
Where there is so 


close an intimacy, however, with the mo- 
tive which prompted the creation of the 
ocean, thsre must be considerable knowl 
edge of the motives which prompted thi 
creation of other things, and it woulc 
have given great satisfaction, and per 
haps reconciled many persons to what i 
now a martyrdom, if they could have beei 
informed for what gc->d purpose the mos- 
quito was created. 


The Sunday laws here are very strin 


gent, but n»t more so than Ocean Grove 
Driving or riding horses on that day i 
prohibited, so is bathing, and no person 
can, without violation of the law, eithei 
visit or leave the island on Sunday. Th< 
unregenerate do not mind the law, excepi 
when they get into its clutches, and va- 
rious stratagems are used to outwit the 
authorities. One mode is for a person 
wishing to leave the place to have a sal 
boat cruise close to the shore, but nol 
stop moving, and when it gets near enough 
to hop aboard. The boat then sheers off 
and the officers are left upon the shore 
gazing after the departing craft, anxious 
to enforce the law, but utterly powerless 
to do so. But except among the less 
steady class, the strict enforcement of 
the Sunday law is approved, and who ever 
has seen what a peaceful, pleasant Sab- 
bath is enjoyed at Ocean Grove with its 
thousands of residents, will without diffi- 
culty imagine how quiet it is here with 
comparatively few inhabitants. 


I have alluded to the existence of a 


number of stores. 
Amongthc most flour- 


ishing is the furnishing store kept by Oli- 
ver Pierce, formerly of Bristol. Oliver's 
whole time throughout the day is taken 
up with his business, but he finds op- 
portunities occasionally to show his con- 
tentment by promenading the beach 
when the promenading hour arrives. He 
is entirely satisfied with his business, and 
says that Bristol has no further attractions 
for him. The other stores are 'rather much 
countryfied, and some of the proprietois 
are startled out of their customary coin- 


titles to the land for about $10,000. In i Pla<=™c> when a new customer appears. 
its condition at that tune this seemed a 
high price. The association, however, 
went immediately at work. The land was 
divided up into building lots and a little 
over n year ago, after many lots had been 
disposed of, the first of the bundled or 
more houses which compose the settle- 
ment, was put up. Since its organization 
the association has realized nearly $150,- 
000 from sale of lots and although much 
has been done in the way of laying out 
and grading the streets and other neces- 
sary improvements, the bulk of the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the land remains 
intact. The Piesident of the association 
is Rev. W. B. Wood, who, not long ago 
was presiding elder of the district of 
which Bristol forms a part. 
The design 


of the managers is to establish a " Chris- 
tian Sea-Side Kesort" similar to Ocean 
Grove, and although the majority of the 
Board of Managers are Methodists, they 
profess that its government is not secta- 
rian. Prom what has been said it will be 
seen that wonderful progress has been 
made. Cottages, some quite handsome, 
and all comfortable looking, have sprung 
up out of the wilderness. A church and 
a newspaper have been established. 
There 


are a number of stores, hotels, and a post- 
office, and a seaside city in embryo is 
here, which if permitted to reach its full 
development will doubtless become one 
of the favorite summer loitering places 
for hundreds of people not now aware of 
its existence. 
The great want of the 


place at present is better railroad and 
mail facilities. This is likely to be reme- 
died soon. The West Jersey and the 
Camden & Atlantic road have each made 
propositions for extending their branches 
here and the managers of the association 
confidently express the opinion that the 
West Jersey will run its cars here before 
another year .elapses. This is rather a 
jY«f,,ro nf .wbat Ocean Citv will be rather 
than what it is. Its present appearance, 
the air of newness; the primitive society • 
the meagreness of the ordinary adjuncts 
of life in long settled communities, and 
the entire freedom from conventionality 
strikes the visitor very forcibly and re- 
mindshim of the description of new settle- 
ments in the west; with this difference, 
however, that whereas the western settle- 
ments are the result o£ the enterprise and- 
vim of the settlertj here tie progress U 
made in spite of the apparent lack of 
assistance from the stolid, self-satisfied, 
but sociable people, who have tilled the 
poor land hereabouts and become experts 
in everything pertaining to the sea, from 
the sailing of a ship to the excavation of 
clams. The bathing here is not excelled 
anywhere. The beach is so hard and firm 
that a cartwheel makes scarcely an im- 
pression upon it and it recedes very gradu- 
ally into the ocean so that the distance 
one may venture out is almost unlimited. 
No ropes are required, and unless the 
bather is intent upon drowning himself 
there is not the slightest danger even to 
a small child. 


From the nature of the association it 


will be understood that one of its aims is 
not disconnected with the holding of reli- 
gions services once peculiar to the Meth-- 
odist denomination, but now imitated by 
others.

It is certainly a grand beach, 
and it is ceitainly a pleasure to walk upon 
it. 
The scene is often magnificent, as 


the white caps come rolling over and over, 
chasing each other upon the smooth shin- 
gle. This is also a favored spot, as far 
as sunrise and sunset is concerned. If 
we are early birds, and go out to seek the 
earlier worm, we are rewarded many times 
over for the unwonted exertion by the 
beautiful spectacle of the herald of dawn 
shaking the water from his face, and ap- 
pearing above the horizon, and when his 
day's journey is over he disappears in the 
waters of the bay in a glorious halo, be- 
fore which the greatest colorist of the 
world would bow his abashed head when 
comparing his own productions with the 
gorgeous splendors of Nature. 
When the 


sun sets day is supposed to be ended, and 
since this hurried sketch of a place 
where many pleasant hours have been 
quietly spent in almost total ignorance of 
what stirring events may have been oc- 
curring elsewhere, has got as far as the 
setting sun, it may appropriately be 
brought to a close.

HOW TO MAKE JELLIES. 


Only the l>cst quality of fruit should be 


selected foi preserving—that which is 
ripe but nci overripe. This caution is 
especially necessary in preparing jelly. 
The gelatinous substance of the fruit 
grows watcn with age, and in spite of all 
efforts jelly made from too ripe fruit will 
not '• form.' 
Currant jelly is usually the 


first prcscnine done. Strawberries arc 
often neglet ted, as they ore an extremely 
delicate fruit to keep through the hot 
weather. 
Currant jelly-making is one of 


the most delicate culinary arts. 
T' ~~ 


quires care, skill and attention 


It re- 
to the 


sumllert del ills. Without this tlie jelly 
may come, but it will be dark and stringy, 
and flavorless or, most humiliating of all 
to the housekeeper's pride, it may be thin. 
If the jelly docs not "form" in one night, 
there i« littlr use in working over it. The 
currants hit\ e been overripe or the juice 
has been conked too long. It will grow a 
a little thicker if it is set in tlio sun for a 
day or two, r-orcred with pieces of glass, 
but jelly one <• thin will never form rightly 
and no cnre can remedy the mistake. 


Speed is of the greatest consequence in 


all preserving, as the natural flavor of the 
fruit is more readily saved. The old- 
fashioned method of squeezing the juice 
from the ui.heated fruit and boiling it 
down to a tlnck conserve is happily aban- 
doned now liv al! intelligent housekeepers. 
1'luce the currants, which mny be stewed 
it you wish, though it \» not necessary, in 
a stone jar nnd set it in a pot of cold 
water whicli should be placed on the fire. 
The stone j.tr should be covered tightly 
and be a litile higher than the rim of the 
pot, so that no steam can get to the cur- 
rants. 
Cook them in this way thirty 


minutes aftrr the water begins to boil. 
Then break tlie fruit with a potato beetle 
and strain through a flannel bag. Do not 
squeeze the currants too hurd us the jelly 
will be cloudy if you do. It is better to 
press the juice out with n prcs«. To 
every pint oi juice allow a pound of sugar. 
Put the juici- over the fire in a porcelain- 
lined kettle and let it cook gently, fifteen 
minutes aftrr it boils. 
Then add the 


sugar; stir to dissolve it as quickly as pos- 
sible, and al the first boiling remove the 
kettle from the fire and fill the bowls or 
tumblers you have in readiness. These 
.should be st.inding in a pan of boiling wa- 
ter to prevent their being cracked by the 
lot jelly. 
Opaque bowls or jurs are bet- 


ter to keep jelly than tumblers, as they 
exclude the light. A bowl makes a pret- 
tier mold fin the table. It is well to put 
a specimen of the jelly in a tumbler to ex- 
amine its clearness and color. 


Many housekeepers prepare currant 


jelly spiced to cut with mutton and other 
meats. 
This is easily done by adding a 


tablcspoonful of cinnamon and one of 
mace, tied up in a bag, to the juice when 
you put it mi to boil. 
Before you add 


the sugar take out the bag of spices, and 
add a ttiblc^KKmful of cloves, which may 
remain in the jelly as they look pretty 
floating in the clear crimson foam, 


Block currant jelly is excellent, and is 


made in the vane way as red currant. 


The amateur cook may fail in her first 


currant jelly, but she will be sure to suc- 
ceed with giape or quince jellies. They 
are much mure easily made and can scarce- 
ly fail to be firm and fine. Grapes are 
made into jelly in the same way as cur- 
rants. The IVuit should be only just ripe, 
and green grapes, just before they turn, 
are often used. The most delicious grape 
jelly is made of the large fox grapes com- 
mon in thickets in New Kngland. 
Plum 


jelly ia nmde like grape, and dunisou or 
green gage plums arc used 


Quinces and crab-apples seem made for 


jelly. Thej cannot be preserved without 
their syrup running to jelly around the 
fruit. 
S ;lcc t the quinces, slice and core 


them, but ]>nt them all together over the 
fire; cook till tender, allowing a cup of 
water to every five pounds of fruit. Press 
out the juice, and to every pint of juice 
allow a pound of sugar, and proceed as 
«ith currant jelly. For crab-apple jelly, 
choose tlie l>cst Siberian apples, cut them 
in half—do not peel or core, place them 
in a stone jar set in water in the same 
way as curr.mts, but let them remain on 
the back p irt of the range, the water 
slowly boiling around them for seven or 
eight hours, Set them off the stove at 
night and in the morning strain the cold 
mice througli a flannel, boil it down twenty 
minutes and add sugar in the same pro- 
portion as in currants. 
Let it boil up and 


then fill the howls. 


For panel) jelly add three-quarters of 


the blanched kernels cf the peach nuts. 
After the juice is pressed out allow a 
scant pound of sugar to a pound of juice. 
Cook the juice twenty minutes, add the 
sugar, let it boil up once and put in the 
bowl. Do not seal up any jelly at once, 
but leave it uncovered- till the next day, 
then place two thin papers dipped in 
brandy over it and seal it up with paper 
and paste.

scant cup butter, two and onc-lialf cups 
sugar, one cup sour milk, three and two- 
thirds cups Hour, teaspoon soda, spice to 
ta-ae. Sift |K>wdered sugar over the top 
of the cake. 


PLUM M VKMALADK.—Choose 
plums 


that are fullv ripe. Scald them till the 
skins peel oil", and take out the stones. 


Allow a jumnd and a half of sugar to a 


pound of fruit; let them lie in the sugar 
a few hours, then boil to a smooth mass. 


SMOKED MEAT ON TOAST.—Take a 


cold smoked tongue or ham that has been 
well boiled, and grate it with a coarse 
grater or mince it fine, mix it with cream 
and beaten volk of egg, and let it simmer 
over the fire. Prepare some nice slices 
of toast, butter them rather slightly, lay 
them in a fl.it dish tliat has been heated 
over the fire, and cover each slice with 
thp meat mixture that should be spread 
on hot. Place on the table in a covered 
dish, for either breakfast or supper. 


PH KLKD RIPE TOMATOES.—To one 


gallon of peeled tomatoes, two tablespoons 
white mustard-seed, one tablespoon whole 
cloves, one tablespoon salt, two table- 
spoons pepper, two- tablespoons allspice. 
I'ut in a jar, sprinkling the spices be- 
tween the 1 lyers, and pour scalded vine- 
gar over thorn.

Vessels 
containing food and drink are .set around 
the skin, and tlio friends of the deceased 
come and eat quietly, while n song is sung 
with instrumental accompaniments. "The 
soul, it is believed is attracted by the 
ceremonies, comes over on the bridge that 
is laid for it, and goes into the trap. 
As 


soon as it has entered—that is, when the 
bag is inflated l>y the breeze—the opening 
is quickly closed, and tlie bag is taken to 
the burial-place, where a grave has already 
been prepared. 
The bag is held with the 


opening to the ^rnvc, the strings are un- 
tied and the soul—that is, the wind in the 
bag—is 4queez( tl into the gnwo, and the 
burial is aftcrw ird completed. 
This1 rite 


is considered of equivalent value with the 
burial of the body, and the grave is treated 
with the same honor as if the body were 
really n ithin it.
